The modern Greek Is • puzzle to most 


of his felkrw mortals In Europe ami 
America. The Phllhellene* haie been 
nady to«*cribe tohtmtheheroictrali* 
of the men of Marathon and Thermop- 
jlar. only to be surprised and dU- 
Ifustcd by some seemingly unaccount- 
able act of cowardice or some gros< 
falsehood on his part. On the other 
hand, the pro-Turkish party In Eng- 
land anil on the continent has painted 
Ihe average subject of King George in 
far too dark colors. The truth M-em» 
to be that thr successive invasions o! 
('.recce l>y different races have resulted 
in the production of » j»«ple whose 
fundcmental qualities are strangely 
mixed and mingled, and whom It i» 
diflleult for the rest of the world to 
judge fairly. A.writer points out that 
in many respect s—especially in h'u con- 
«f ption of truth and justice—theGreek

1±» accidents due to falling trolley 
wirrs. In It of these accidents j: j«r- 
sons were killed, and in ±j of them 31 
person* were injured and In IS of them 
21 horses were killed. During Ihe Kam-? 
file months we find reports of 40 ac- 
cident* from falling electric light anl 
telephone wirrs. showing that 9 |>er- 


s were killed in 9 acrjdents and il 


were Injured in » aeridents, and 7 
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The nature of the accidents i* very 


familiar; that !•». a broken live wire 
(alls into the slrt-ct and a |asser-by 
steps on it or picks'it up and gels J 
shock whieh is often fatal. We thni 
£nd, during this {>criod. a total of 21 
fatalities resulting from falling liv.? 


i of all kind>. At this rate of mor- 


tality. :f it were kept up, iO p»-r»on-» 
would be killed in the year. In li'Jj 
there were ~£i passengers killed ia 
train arri'Ients on all the steam 
railroads of thr 4'nited States, so 
far as we haie Ix-ej. able to as- 
certain. 
It appears, therefore, that 


more persons are killed by lite wire 
accidents than arr }ossenger» in rail- 
road train accidents, and the difference 
might be still greater if complete sta- 
tistics of the former wereobtairud.

Although no human being has eier 


laid eyes on tie north pulr, and neier 
may do so. In spite of the efforts be- 
ing made to -diM-over" that point, we 
are now for the first time enablttl to 
know with more or less positntr.ess 
exactly what the north pole l«x>ks like. 
The planet Mars, which clos-ely resem- 
bles the eartb, not only In sizr and sca« 
ions, but in the high dcprttr-of civiliza- 
tion uTuich its inhabitants are sup- 
posed to Lai e reached, lias a north pole 


This north pole of Mars has now for 


the first time been seen and obsencd. 
It has been closely scrutinized in a 
powerful telescope by an astronomer 
who has given years to the observa- 
tion of Mars and who waited anxiously 
until the planet, in the slow revolu- 
tion of its changes, turned Its north 
pole to the earth. 


This observer xvas Trof. Iveo ISrenner, 


who has published a technical descrip- 
tion of his work in the last number 
of the Attronoruischen Xachrichten. 
In this article he tells. In the queer 
language which astronomers use, how 
he watched the soulhpolarcapof Mars, 
observing it grow toivard the equator 
when autumn set in cpon the planet. 
then seeing it recede « hen spring l>egan 
on Mars and the snow melted, giiing 
water to the numerous canals, along 
the side* of which legetation (known 
by its bright green color) was seen to 
spring up. 


During all this time Mars was slowly 


petting into a position «hich brought 
Its north polar cap more and more into 
view. As this north polar cap, which 
has l>een turned away from the earth, 
came within the field of I'rof. Itrcn- 
ner's telescope, the south pole cap re- 
ceded. 


Finally the north i»Ie itself rote 


tbove the horizon. Many people hair. 
an idea that there is a hole or a moun- 
tain or some other natural phenom- 
enon at the north pole of the earth. 


There was, however, no such pecul- 


iarity to be observed about the north 
pole of the planet Mars. The fact that 
it xvas the north pole was only to be de- 
termined by the exact science of the 
astronomer. 


Tfrof. Itrenner knew pifcifely what 


spot In the great, white field of snow 
and ice capping the planet was its north 
pole, ar.d he marked it out with a pen-

It was through on* 
of the?* great magnifying instruments 
that Prof. Urenner made his obser- 
vations, whieh would not hair been 
possible a quarter of a century ago. 


He Is the first man who has ever 


carefully observed tie north pole of 
the planet Mars. These observations 
would r.ot carry ro much weight if 
they had been of Venus, Saturn or any 
other planet. 


But Mars to closely resembles the 


earth that it Is believed the condition* 
prevailing on the north pole of one 
prevail likewise on the north pole of 
the other. The seasons and the teas 
nnd continents of Mars resemble those 
of theearth. 


Moreover, Its Inhabitants are believed 


to be far more adranced than ourselves, 
as Is shown l>y their elaborate system 
of artificial canals, built on a gigantic 
rcalc, and first obsened by the astron- 
omer Kchiaparelli. The flashlights they 
have been making are also believed to 
be attempts to signal to the people of 
the earth, but our poor achievements 
In science are so meager that we are 
at the present time unable to flash a 
signal lack, our most.up-to-date sys- 
tem of Illumination being altogether in- 
adequate forth* task.—X.Y. Journal.
